Ph was learned at the State De- 
partment today that Patterson’s 
whole series of lectures comprises 
an exception to a well established 
rule against officials of the de- 
partment or ambassadors giving 
paid lectures on or off the record, 

The explanation given was this: 

When Patterson returned from 
Yugoslavia for a visit home about 
a month ago, Clark H. Getts of 
New York, who operates a lecture 
agency, “were “wat “apporntment 
with him and persuaded him to 
sign for a series of 13 talks. Getts’s 
speakers usually receive about 
$500 a lecture. State Department 
spokesmen said they understood 
this was the agreement with Pat- 
terson, too. 

Before agreeing to make the 
talks, Patterson “cleared” the 
proposition with one of the State 
Department officials, but after 
the matter was taken up with 
Under Secretary Dean Acheson, 
the decision was reversed as dis- 
tinctly contrary to department 
practice, and Getts was so in- 
formed immediately. 

Getts rushed to the capital, pro- 
testing that he already had made 
many commitments for Patter- 
son's tour, but the decision stood.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14 — 
The Public Service Commission 
approved today the acquisition 
and operation of St. Louis Coun- 
ty Gas Co. by Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis. 

In doing so, it placed a ceiling 
on Laclede stock dividends, which 
would hold them to the 1946 level 
until further authorization, It pro- 
vided also for continuation in- 
definitely of the existing gas rate 
schedules in the city and county, 
which are different. 

The commission gave a series 
of hints as to the possibility of 
eventual] cutting of rates, Notably, 
it raised a question as to what 


be retained in the rate base after

ARRESTS TO BEGIN 
SUNDAY FOR USING 
1946 AUTO LICENSES 


Long Lines at City and State 
Offices in Last-Minute 
Rush. 


Police have been instructed to 
begin making atrests Sunday at 
7 a.m, in eases of motorists driving 
without 1947 city automobile li- 
cense stickers and state plates. 

With tomorrow the last day on 
which 1946 city and state licenses 
may be used, motorists formed 
long lines at the city and state 
license offices in a _ last-minute 
rush to beat the deadline. 

More than 9000 stickers were 
sold at City Hall vesterday. Ap- 
proximately two thrrds of the pur- 
chasers incurred an extra wait by 
failing to bring, in addition to 
their certificate of title, the re- 
quired receipt for payment of 1946 
personal taxes. 

They had to go to the revenue 
collector’s office to pay the taxes 
or obtain proof payment already 
had been made. Sticker sales thus 
far total 101,000, compared with 
76,000 a year ago. 

To obtain state license plates, 
motorists are required to produce 
only their certificate of title. The 
plates are being sold at 2730 North 
Grand boulevard and at 20 North 
Central avenue, Clayton. These 
offices were to be open until 4 
p.m. today and noon tomorrow, 
while the City Hall office was to 
be open until 5 ».m, today and 
noon tomorrow. All persons wait- 
ing in line at closing time will be 
served, however.

RULING INVALIDATING METHOD 
OF RATIONING SUGAR UPHELD 


U.S. Appeals Court Against ‘His- 
torical Use’ Formula Followed 
in Industrial Allotments. 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 14 (AP)— 
The United States court of 
appeals today upheld a district 
court decision which OPA offi- 
cials say may upset. the entire 
sugar rationing program. OPA 
later moved to carry the case to 
the Supreme Court by filing a 
motion in the Appeals Court to 

stay that court’s decision. 

The appeals court’s 2-t6-1 de- 
cision was given on OPA’s appeal 
from a ruling Jan. 28 by United 
States District Judge F. Dickin- 
son Letts. Letts held invalid the 
agency’s “historical use” system 
of allocating sugar to producers 
of bulk sweetened condensed milk. 

Letts’s ruling was issued in a 
suit brought by the Moberly Milk 
Co., of Moberly, Mo., which con- 
tended’ that the OPA allocation 
formula—based on the amount of 
sugar used by a company in pre- 
vious years—is illegal under the 
War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion Act of 1944. 

The Appeals Court said {ft did 
not see how or why the “histori- 
cal use” basis is the only method 
of allotting commercial sugar. 
The OPA contends it is.

Found Guilty of Contempt 
House Committee; Appeal

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Feb. 14 
—Andrei A. Gromyko today re- 
jected the report of the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, containing American recom- 
mendations, on the ground that in 
its present form it cannot “con- 
stitute a basis for agreement.” 

Gromyko formaliy objected to 
relaxation of veto privileges in 
atomic affairs administered by an 
international authority, as recom- 
mended by the United States. He 
said it was a departure from the 
“principle of unanimity,” and that 
it would “sow seeds of suspicion 
among the great powers.” 

Principles of international con- 
trol and inspection set forth in the 
report seemingly were accepted by 
the Russian representative. He 
said that a world agency will be 
responsible for such practical 
measures, adding that the Soviet 
position on this issue was made 
clear during General Assembly 
sessions by, Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, 1. 

Will Submit Amendments. 

Gromyko declared, however, that 
he would discuss the report item 
by item, despite disagreement with 
conclusions and recommendations 
in it. He said he would submit 
amendments in a separate docu- 
ment, 

A treaty prohibiting atomic 
Weapons has not been accepted 
except on conditions imposed by 
the United States, he said. These 
conditions have “serious defects,” 
and are not in conformity to Gen- 
eral Assembly resolutions govern- 
ing reduction of armaments, nor 
in some respects with the United 
Nations Charter, Gromyko added. 

The report does not represent 
an agreemeryt on atomic control, 
he continufd American proposals 
in the décument are one-sided. 
They result from an effort to se- 
cure a monopoly of atomic energy 
production, an impossible goal. 

‘Gtomyko continued: 

‘Though on the surface these 
proposals are concerned with the 
establishment of the international 
control of atomic energy, they do 
not provide for the adoption of 
measures for the prohibition of 
atomic weapons, which is re- 
quired by the resolution of the 
General Assembly. 

The solution of this problem is 
postponed for an indefinite period,

Circuit Attorney James W. Grif- 
fin said today he felt he has 
enough evidence to support a con- 
viction of the seven persons whom 
the grand jury refused to indict 
yesterday for gambling, but as- 
serted he did not intend to issue 
any informations against them. 

“Grand jurors are the cream of 
the crop—the intelligent men— 
and if they don’t see fit to indict 
these people, I wouldn't have a 
chance with a petit jury,” Griffin 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The Circuit Attorney can, by the 
issuance of an information, hold 
for prosecution persons arrested 
for crimes even though the grand 
jury fails to return an indictment. 

Those whom the grand jury 
failed to indict include three men 
arrested on suspicion of operating 
hand books, and four Negroes 
who were found with lottery para- 
phernalia in their possession and 
admitted they were “policy” writ- 
ers. 

James A. Callahan, one of those 
whom the grand jury did not in- 
dict, is an ex-convict who was ar- 
rested last Sept. 19 at 4966 Del- 
mar boulevard, where police found 
in a rear room eight sheets of 
paper on which were recorded 
horse-racing bets. 

The arresting officers said Cal- 
lahan acknowledged he was in 
full charge of the place and had 
been operating it as a handbook 
for four days.

500,000,000 budget for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)—

Marshall said he talked about

spots.” He declined to elaborate. 
Chairman Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, said he found Marshall's 
report “encouraging in many re- 
spects.” 


Talks to Byrnes’s Aids. 

After the committee meeting, 
Marshall was closeted with Sen- 
ators Vandenberg and Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, for 15 minutes. 
The Secretary declined to say 
whether they discussed the pos- 
sibility that the two, who served 
as advisers to former Secretary 
James F. Byrnes, might join him 
later in Moscow for the foreign 
ministers’ conference there. 
Vandenberg listed this confer- 
ence of foreign ministers as one 
of the subjects covered by Mar- 
shall. Relations with other na- 
tions, particularly China and 
Latin America republics, also 
were mentioned by the committee 
chairman. 
Vandenberg commented that the 
review showed the Secretary of 
State “certainly put his brief 
weeks to excellent advantage 
since he has been home and is 
obviously on top of his job.” 

Holds Press Conference. 
Later in the day, Marshal! heled 
a press conference. He told re- 
porters “impossible conditions” 
will be created for the Army and 
the government's international 
commitments unless Congress pro- 
vides food for needy in the occu- 
pied enemy countries—Germany, 
Austria, Japan and Korea. 


The Secretary gave his views in 
response to a request for comment 
on budget cuts proposed in Con- 
gress. 

“You can not expect to main- 
tain the occupation of countries 
like those if the people are starv- 
ing,” he said. “That would be 
an intolerable condition.” He 
added: 

“T am not discussing now those 
budget cuts proposed for the 
Army and Navy which are purely 
military. The Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of Navy have 
discussed these.” 

He emphasized that the problem 
of money to feed occupied areas 
was “of very immediate concern” 
to the State Department. 

On Other Subjects. 

He said the United States hopes 
that broadening of the present 
Greek Government to include all 
major political parties is a sign 
Greece is “turning away from the 
past and forgetting bygones.” He 
hoped that partisan differences in 
Greece will be submerged in a 
“dynamic program of amnesty, dis- 
arming illegal bands, just and 
vigorous tax reforms, modern civil 
service, realistic financial controls 
and “even-handed” disposition of 
justice. 

Marshal said he had received

Gurney said the 11 billion dol- 
lars requested by President Tru- 
man for national defense was an 
“absolute minimum.” 

Asserting that 46 cents of every 
dollar in the budget represent 
costs resulting from previous wars 
he asked if ‘11 billion dollars is 
too much to put out to avoid 
World War III.” 

Senator O'Mahoney, siding with 
Gurney, said it would be a mistake 
for the United States to begin dis- 
armament on the eve of the For- 
eign Ministers’ conference in Rus- 
Bia.

86 YANKS AND 200 
GERMANS SEIZED 
IN MUNICH RAID 


MUNICH, Germany, Feb. 14 
(AP) — Eighty-six American sol- 
diers and 200 German civilians 
were seized today in a raid by 
more than 900 United States troops 
and German police on Munich's 
major “trouble area.” 

Searching for A.W.O.L. soldiers 
and black market operators, the 
raiders routed hundreds of persons 
from their beds in an area four 
blocks long in North Munich at 
5:30 a.m, 

More than half the Germans 
seized, arresting officers said, were 
girls in the company of soldiers. 
Headquarters of the United 
States constabulary brigade said 
the soldiers were held for being 
absent from their quarters. Many 
were turned over to their com- 
manding officers after interroga- 
tion. Several long-term A.W.O.L, 
soldiers were arrested. Other G.Ls 
were said to be in possession of 
illegal weapons,

PARIS, Feb. 14 (AP)—All -Paris 
Was paralyzed today by a four- 
hour strike of government unions, 
including police. Socialist Pre- 


mier Paul Ramadier told the Na- 
tional Assembly “there is cause 
to fear for our country and even 
for the republic.” 

Policemen left their posts and 
joined a massive demonstration of 
transportation and communica- 
tions workers, postmen, ministry 
workers and other government 
employes, which surged for a mile 
through the streets in the vicinity 
of the Arc de Triomphe. 

The walkout of the government 
uniong was a demonstration to 
dramatize their demand for a 
monthly wage boost of 7500 francs 
(about $62.50) without a govern- 
ment-proposed rider which would 
prevent corresponding increases in 
higher brackets. The stoppage 
lasted from one to four hours, de- 
pending on the branch of service 
involved. : 

The capital’s automatic tele- 
phone system ceased operation. 
Subways and busses stood where 
their operators left them. Tele- 
graph and postal communications 
ended at the same time. 

Later in the evening two mass 
meetings were held at which 
speakers attacked the Govern- 
ment’s domestic policies. 

The complete stoppage came in 
the wake of a strike of mechan- 
ical workers in the capital’s 32 
daily newspapers, which kept all 
of them from publishing today. 
Ramadier had pleaded with union 
officials to defer the newspaper 
strike, which he said would jeop- 
ardize the Government’s program 
to cut prices. Papers affected by 
the strike included the European 
edition of the New York Herald 
Tribune, 

Pressroom activity came to a 
halt last night when printers and 
pressmen, acting on union orders, 
joined administrative employes 
who went on strike Tuesday morn- 
ing. Both groups want 25 per cent 
wage increases. Administrative 
employes have been paid 8000 to 
10,000 francs ($67 to $84) monthly. 
The printing trades workmen av- 
erage 15,000 francs ($126) monthly.

FORRESTAL GIVES TACIT

Navy Secretary Says 


Atomic Commission to Go to Work as 
Speedily as Possible.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (UP)— 
Secretary of Navy James Forres- 
tal gave tacit approval today to 
the nomination of David E. Lilien- 
thal to be chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and said it 
was important that the commis- 
sion “get down to work as speedily 
as possible.” 


Asked at a press conference to 
comment on Lilienthal's nomina- 
tion, Forrestal said: “I know him 
only slightly, but what I know is 
good,” 

He did not enlarge on his re- 
marks on the Atomic Energy Com- 
,Mission, 

Meanwhile, another Republican 
Senator joined the parade of those 
opposed to the nomination of the 
former head of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authorit 

Senator Brooks of TIilinois, a 
member of the powerful Senate 
Republican policy committee, said 
the appointment was “one of the 
most important within the entire 
governmental structure of the 
United States.” He added: “Any- 
one who has had affiliation or 
association with Communism or 
with those who have been associ- 
ated or affiliated with Commu- 
nism should be denied this im- 
portant post.” 

Only Hope Is, Vandenberg. 

Senate sources believed that 
Only strong backing by Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, can 
save Lilienthal’s appointment to 
head the commission. 

With three of the Senate Repub- 
lican “big four” ranged against 
him, Lilienthal’s, friends and ene- 
mies alike predicted that Vanden- 
berg’s future role in the struggle 
would be decisive. Vandenberg is 
presiding officer. 
issue promised to bring 
President Truman his first show- 
down with the new Republican 
Senate majority. Truman _sre- 
affirmed his support of Lilienthal 
n the strongest terms yesterday 
when he rejected Republican de- 
mands to withdraw the appoint- 
ment. 

Senate circles believe, however, 
that the President's backing can- 
not turn the trick without the 
powerful support of Vandenberg. 
Vandenberg is a ranking member 


of the joint congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee which is con- 
sidering Lilienthal’s appointment. 

Vandenberg has privately de- 
scribed Lilienthal’s appearance be- 
fore the committee as “excellent,” 
but thus far has made no public 
statement. 

White Opposes Nominee. 

Majority Leader White of Maine 
was the latest influential Repub- 
lican to speak out against Lilien- 
thal. He charged that the nominee 
established a dictatorship over the 
Tennessee Valley Authority when 


he headed it, and that he has 
“little respect” for Congress. 
White said in a statement that 
he thought Lilienthal was ‘“tem- 
peramentally unfitted” for the po- 


sition. “I do not raise questions 
as to his abilities or as to his per- 
sonal character,” White said.

Re-election yesterday of Frank 
C. Lenhardt and a siate of anti- 
Communists to top offices in Lo- 
cal 1108 of the faetion-ridden CIO 
United Electrical, Radio & 


Machine Workers represented an- 
other decline in the strength of 
the left wing in the union here. 

The Lenhardt ticket won over 
one headed by Clyde Shanks and 
supported by two members of the 
District 8 administration of Wil- 
liam Sentner, an avowed Com- 
munist, over whom a controversy 
has been raging within the or- 
ganization. Lenhardt polled 841 
votes to Shanks’s 189. 

Active in the campaign for 
Shanks was Robert B. Logsdon, 
a member-of the local who is an 
international representative of the 
union and vice president of Dis- 
trict 8 Also campaigning for 
Shanks was Lou Kimmel, a field 
organizer for the district. He is 
not a member of the local. 

One of Largest Locals Here. 

Local 1108 is the bargaining 
agent for about 1900 employes at 
the Century Electric Co. It is one 
of the union's three largest locals 
in St. Louis. 

Under the leadership of James 
W. Click, business agent of the 
union's Local 1102, many rank-and- 
file members in St. Louis have 
joined the Democratic Action, a 
faction within the union opposed 
to alleged Communist leanings of 
the international union’s leader- 
ship. Lenhardt, a member of the 
Democratic Action, opposed Logs- 
don for the vice presidency of 
District 8 last fall. 

Last week an exchange of com- 
munications between officers of 
Local 1102, representing employes 
of the Emerson Electric Manufac- 
turing Co., made public an accusa- 
tion by the local that Sentner had 
placed his brother-in-law, Emil 
Radosevich, on the district payroll 

as an Organizer. Radosevich was 
nominated for the job by Logsdon 
and confirmed by James J. Mat- 
tles, national director of organiza- 
tion for the union. 

What influence the Communists 
may have had in local trade 
unions here at one time has 
“definitely dwindled,” the Post- 
Dispatch was told. Most Commu- 
nists and fellow-travelers former- 
ly active in the CIO St. Louis In- 
dustrial Union Council have been 
moved elsewhere. 

Sentner is the only avowed 
Communist in a CIO union here 
at present who can exert some in- 
fluence on the Council] and he has 
some followers. But, it was said, 
they are too few to put over a 
Communist program. Moreover, 
some of the former Communists 
have left the fold and joined 
forces with the anti-Communist 
faction. 

James B. Carey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the CIO and first pres- 
ident of the UE, recently asserted 
in a letter to Julius Emspack, UE 
secretary-treasurer: “The issue be- 
tween me and the present UE 
leadership goes solely to the 
Proposition that our great inter- 
national union has become known 
as a transmission belt for the 
American Communist party.” 

Instead of demonstrating con- 
cern over the UE’s reputation, 
Carey's letter stated, “The offi- 
cers have delibeFately fostered the 
impression that the UE is a left- 
wing union wedded to the C.P. 
line.” , 

In the UE, the Democratic Ac.- 
tion trimmed Sentner’s vote for 
re-election as district président 
last fall. Click and his group have 
been attempting to harass the 
district administration whenever 
possible. Logsdon asserted last 
week that the attack on Sentner’s 
alleged appointment of Radose- 
vich was timed “to do maximum 
damage to the UE organizing 
campaign at Moloney Electric Co.” 

Signs of Declining Influence. 
Other signs of declining left- 
wing influence in unions here 
were: 

Last May’s loss of an election 
at First National Bank by the 
United Office and Professional 
Workers. The union lost badly 
after it had been alleged that 
international officers leading 
the organizing campaign were 
C ommiun ist-influenced, Insur- 
ance agents here in the union 
are not allied with the left-wing 
forces in the CIO. 

Defeat of Logsdon for presi- 
dency of the CIO Council. 
Logsdon, president since 1939. 
was defeated by a coalition of 
anti-left-wingers. Three candi- 
dates were nominated: Logsdon, 
Anthony W. Connole, with the 
backing of the UE Democratic 
Action and others, and James 
Pfaffenback, as’‘a third candi- 
Gate. In a run-off between Con- 
nole and Pfaffenback. the lat- 
fer was elected. Logsdon. was 
eliminated in the first balloting. 

Communist Appeal Rejected. 
The weekly St. Louis Labor 
Tribune in an editorial in it@ cur- 
rent issue rejects the appeal of the 
Communist party, made last week, 
for a joint AFL, CIO, railroad 
brotherhood program to combat 
projected “anti-labor” legislation. 
“Numerically, the ‘comrades’ are 
a fractional minority in the Amer- 
ican labor movement,” the edito- 
rial said. “What power they have 
attained in some CIO unions was 
Gue to the fact that they are a 
highly disciplined, well-trained, 
compact and unscrupulous group.

Sheriff, Represented by Deputy, Is Con- 
demned—Support for Stove Firm and Local 
Union in Jurisdictional Fight. 


Aroused citizens of New Athens, 
Ill., crowded into the Odd Fellows’ 
hall last night to condemn the 
sheriff at Belleville for failing to 
prevent wrolence on the picket 
line at the Auto Stove Works and 
to express their solid support of 
the village’s principal industry, its 
local union and the future of the 
thriving town of 1800 persons. 

But despite the two-hour meet- 
ing, the stove foundry remained 
closed today as the result of a 
jurisdictional dispute between two 
AFL unions, and there was no 
sign of settlement. 

In the audience of about 250 
persons, mostly middle-aged men 
and a few women, were many of 
the 100 stove works employes who 
were kept penned in the plant for 
more than three hours Wednes- 
day by the presence of 609 pick- 
ets, stove mounters who had come 
down from Belleville to close the 
plant. When the local workmen 
tried to leave the plant, there was 
a flurry of fists, and one New 
Athens man was beaten on the 
head with “a shovel or a gas 
pipe.” His injury and the pres- 
ence of the mass picket line re- 
sulted in the calling’ of two pro- 
test meetings yesterday by the Ro- 
tarians and other groups. 

Sheriff Sends Substitute. 

Sheriff Adolph A. Fischer of 
Belleville abstained from attend- 
ing last night’s meeting and sent 
as a substitute his deputy, Fred 
Eckles of Washington Park, who 
took the brunt of the crowd’s dis- 
pleasure. A slight, mild-mannered 
man with graying hair, Eckles at- 
tempted to explain why the sher- 
iff was unable to prevent violence 
in New Athens, but it was a losing 
fight. 

“We don’t come down here until 
there is trouble,” explained Deputy 
Eckles. “The Sheriff was here 
yesterday and the day before.” 

There was loud laughter from 
the audience and _ shouts of 
“Where was he?” and “We didn’t 
see any of them.” 

A man in a checked shirt asked: 
“How many people have to get 
killed to get the Sheriff to act? 
That’s what we want to know.” 
Another man shouted from the 
packed benches: “Those men were 
wild down there. And we saw 
deputies shaking hands with the 
pickets.” This statement brought 
applause and cheers and everyone 
began talking at once. 

“We Are Riled Up.” 

Finally a man in a blue suit 
said: “I hope you tell Sheriff 
Fischer that we are riled up and 
we're going to expect him to take 
care of us. If not, he won't be 
welcome in New Athens.” 

“Just what do you want?” Depu- 
ty Eckles asked meekly. 

“Action! Protection!” the audi- 
ence shouted back. 

After another prolonged period 
of heckling, Eckles said: “The 
Sheriff and his department will 
not attempt to break any strike. 
We haven't the authority to break 
up a picket line, but if they at- 
tempt to strike you, we'll act.” 

Lee Warren, village marshal and 
the only policeman in the town, 
related: “I was at Dinges’s tavern 
when the picket line formed. New 
Athens men went through the 
line on their own hook. I was 
there when the rumpus started. 
You can imagine what ne man 
could do. I think the plant man- 
agement should get an injunction 
against mass picketing.” 

In answer to a question from 
a plant foreman, Warren said: “I 
saw the pickets use clubs.” 

George Grosser, secretary of the 


, 


Manufacturers’ Protective and De- 
velopment Association, came down 
from hfs home in Kalamazoo, 
Mich., to explain the position of 
the stove foundry and of other 
stove manufacturers in their labor 
relations. 

“We must bargain with the 
molders’ union here and with no 
other union where the molders’ 
union has a majority of the em- 
ployes,” he said. “It is so provided 
in our contracts. 

“The Auto Stove Works plant at 
National City was burned and 
must be vacated. The employes 
there are in the stove mounters’ 
union, They have asked the com- 
pany to recognize them as the 
bargaining agent for the people in 
this plant in New Athens. 

“The picketing here today is il- 
legal. This is an illegal strike. 
The picket line was promoted by 
the stove mounters to get the Auto 
Stove Works to recognize them. 
They are trying to force the stove 
company to commit an illegal act. 
We can't afford to breach a con- 
tract.” 

Says Plant Will Be Protected. 

Grosser was introduced by 
George Wirth Jr., secretary-treas- 
urer and general manager of the 
stove works and one of the town’s 
leading citizens. Wirth = said: 
“We're going to protect the Auto 
Stove Works. Don’t make any mis- 
take about that.” 

Ray Schoepp, chairman of the 
shop committee of Local 327 of the 
Iron Molders’ Union, said: “Our 
members acted strictly according 
to orders of our headquarters. 
When we were ordered to return 
to work last week, we did. The 
second day there were too many 
pickets. The third day we re- 
turned to work again. We finally 
got out of the plant with a little 
coaching.” What he meant was 
that the picket line had grown 
Wednesday while the workmen 
were in the plant and then they 
had trouble getting out. 

Other union members explained 
there was no dispute about wages, 
since the New Athens workmen 
receive $1:25% an hour and the 
Belleville stove workers get $1.25. 
Three stove mounters in the New 
Athens plant asserted they shifted 
voluntarily from the stove mount- 
ers’ union to the molders’ union 
and were happy they made the 
change. 

Dispute Jurisdictional. 

Union and company spokesmen 
explained the dispute was solely 
jurisdictional, with the _ stove 
mounters’ local in National City 
seeking jurisdiction over the New 
Athens plant, whose employes are 
in the molders’ union and have a 
contract with the company. 

Apparently no members of Local 
52 of the Stove Mounters’ Union 
were in the audience. Sentiment 
was solidly behind the molders’ 
union. The 50 employes of the 
National City plant of the Auto 
Stove Workers, all members of the 
stove mounters’ union, have been 
on strike since last Thursday. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
Chairman Melvin Carr, owner of 
the Farmer Supply Co. and whole- 
sale distributor for Town Talk Ice 
Cream, asked the union leader, 
Schoepp: “Can we as citizens do 
anything to help the _ local?” 


Schoepp said there was nothing to Puen oe Lo ee

TOLEDO, O., Feb. 14 — Dead- 
locked since December in the ne- 
gotiation of a 1947 contract, the 


Toledo Blade and the Toledo 
Newspaper Guild have turned to 
this city’s celebrated Labor-Man- 


agement Committee for peaceful 
settlement of their differences. 

In submitting the two-month- 
old controversy over wages and 
working conditions to the 18-mem- 
ber committee which functions as 
the Toledo Plan for Labor-Indus- 
trial Peace, both the company and 
the Guild agreed to accept any 
and all recommendations the com- 
mittee makes. 

The committee operates on the 
principle that its findings must be 
aceeptable to all the committee's 
six labor, six public and six. man- 
agement members. In an effort 
to reach that unanimous agree- 
ment the committee yesterday 
called a meeting for Feb. 21 to 
resume consideration of the dis- 
pute. As deliberations progress, a 
status quo in operations is to be 
maintained. 

The company and the guild had 
been in negotiations since October. 
Up to three weeks ago when a 
mediation panel of the Labor- 
Management Committee was re- 
quested by the disputants, issues 
covering union security, sick 
leave, outside activity, job securi- 
ty, leaves of absence and speed-up 
Clauses had been settled. This 
left wages, hours, mileage allow- 
ances, vacations, holidays, con- 
tract renewal date, severance pay, 
transfers and ai struck work 
clause in dispute when a. Labor- 
Management Committee panel 
took over. Rabbi Morton Gold- 
berg representing the public, Rich- 
ard Gosser representing the CIO 
and A. G. Spieker, a contractor, 
representing management, make 
up the panel, 

During the first day of nego- 
tiations with the committee panel, 
Jan, 28, the company and the 
guild reached agreement on 
clauses covering severance pay, 
transfers and struck work. The 
following day, the panel attempted 
to resolve the wage question, but 
adjourned when informed that 
offers and demands were the 
same as on Dec. 10 when the 
1946 contract expired. 

At that time the company 
offered a top reporter minimum 
of $78 a week after four years, 
an increase of $12 a week and 
upward, adjustment of other clas- 
sifications covering the 330 edi- 
torial, advertising, business and 
circulation departments of the 
Blade and Times.

Ambassador Protested Against

Ambassador Patterson, in St. 
Louis to deliver a lecture last 
Tuesday before the Washington 
University Association, protested 
vigorously when he discovered re- 
porters were at the meeting and 
he could not speak “off the record” 
about the Yugoslavian situation, 
There were 800 persons waiting 
to near him speak. 

The Ambassador then delivered 
his “on-the-record” talk entitled 
“Yugoslavia and the Balkans,” in- 
stead of his “inside story” talk. 
Douglas V. Martin, in charge of 
the university's public relations, 
who acted as chairman of the 
meeting, explained beforehand 
that the guest speaker had asked 
him to say that he “might as well 
not give the on-the-record talk” 
and Martin said anyone who want- 
ed his money back could ask for 
it. 

Two weeks before Ambassador 
Patterson was to address the uni- 
versity lecture association, Dean 
William G. Bowling related, he re- 
ceived a memorandum from the 
sponsors of the ambassador, the 
Clark H. Getts Agency, “one of 
the most thoroughly reliable lec- 
ture agencies in the country.” 

The memorandum read: 

“As we have discussed in ar- 
ranging your engagement for the 
ambassador, his address will be 
off-the-record, which means he 
will depend on you and all those 
present, including newspaper men, 
not to publish his statements. 

“Ambassador Patterson has con- 
sented to do your engagement on 
this condition. I know that what 
you want from him is the real in- 
side story of the Yugoslavian situ- 
ation and his impression of Tito 
and certain of his personal ex- 
periences while abroad. 

“Because he is still an ambassa- 
dor, and is bound by certain re- 
strictions, as you know, ke does 
not feel that it would be politic 


for him, even if permissible, to 
make the kind of statements you 
would like to hear, unless these 
statements are given to you in a 
conference and on an off-the- 
record basis. 

“Since I understand from you 
that what you want from him is 
the true state of affairs abroad as 
far as he can discuss them with- 
out revéaling state secrets, I know 


that the above is what you wish. 
“For the newspapers, Ambassa- 
dor Patterson will be delighted to 
arrange a press conference on his 
arrival and he will give them in 
this interview statements which 
can be published and ample mate- 
rial of interest, you may be sure. 
“For such a conference, I think 
it appropriate and very desirable 
that you ask the editors of your 
papers to come themselves to the 
conference, if possible, and in any 
case to send their best political 
writer for obvious reasons.” 


When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
announced himself at the door of 
Soldan High School Tuesday night, 
a woman in charge of tickets told 
him he could not be admitted “be- 
cause the Ambassador has asked 
that everything he says be off the 


Precord and that no reporters be 


present.”

The reporter told her that if he 
were refused admittance, that fact 
would be- reported. Then she 
asked him to wait for Martin and 
Ambassador Patterson. 

When Patterson arrived, he 
said: “If my talk is to be re- 
ported by newspaper men, it will 
be an entirely different talk than 
if it is off the record, I had hoped 
to talk to a few people over a 
couple of drinks here, giving the 
inside story. That’s what I have 
been doing elsewhere, 

“I can’t openly criticize the head 
of a state to which I am the ac- 
credited ambassador. I would pre- 
fer not to talk at all, if a reporter 
is to be present. I wouldn't give 
10 cents to hear such a talk.” | 

Martin remarked that he thought 
it better that Patterson's talk be 
reported by a “responsible news- 
paper like the Post - Dispatch,” 
rather than be spread by rumor 
from members of the audience. 

“I know the Post-Dispatch is a 
great newspaper,” Patterson said, 
“but I just don’t want what I say 
to be printed anywhere. I might be 
withdrawn as ambassador if it 
were, or at any rate, things would 
be made difficult for me.” 

After much consultation about 
the form of Martin's introduction, 
which delayed the address about 
half an hour, Patterson gave his 


lecture. In the tntroduction, Mar- 
tin said that because of the size 
of the audience, Patterson would 
have to restrain his remarks. 
The lecture association agreed 
to pay the agency $500 for Am- 
bassador Patterson’s talk. 


RUSSIA REJECTS 
ATOM PLAN OF 
U.N. COMMISSION

since it depends on a preliminary 
working out and establishment of 
a broad system of measures of the 
international control of atomic en- 
ergy in accordance with the pro- 
posals submitted by the United 
States.” 

Proposals advanced June 19 by 
the Soviet Union for a conven- 
tion to eliminate atomic a rms 
met with no disapproval in com- 
mission deliberations, Gromyko 
said, speaking deliberately and 
slowly in English. 

“However, while agreeing in 
words with the proposal, the rep- 
resentatives of some countries and 
first: of all, the representative of 
the United States, pointed out that 
conclusion of such convention was 
not acceptable until American 
proposals were fully adopted, and 
until a comprehensive system of 
measures on atomic energy con- 
trol providing the appropriate 
safeguards were worked out,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, if the convention 
had been concluded, such consid- 
erations and other questions relat- 
ing to atomic control could have 
been worked out, the Soviet dele- 
gate continued. 

The urgency of prohibiting atom 
weapons by prompt international 
agreement, Gromyko continued, is 
used only the production of im- 
plementg of ageression, 

“They are destined mainly for 
attacks on large cities with 
numerous civilian populations, not 
on the armies of the enemy.... 
Their use brings about countless 
disasters, primarily for the peace- 
ful population. Women, children, 
the old and the sick are the first 


to become victims of this weapon.” 
With anti-climactic abruptness, 
obstacles preventing consideration 


of the first report of the Atomic 
Energy Commission were removed 
yesterday. By adoption of a reso- 
lution, sharply contested by the 
United States and Russia for 
nearly six weeks, the Security 
Council agreed on the appointment 
of a Commission for Conventional 
Armaments to work on an arms 
reduction program, and on begin- 
ning consideration of the atom 
report. 

After the meeting, Gromyko 
said that the passage of the reso- 
lution directing creation of the 
Disarmament Commission was 
“good and helpful.” He said Russia 
had suggested the Arms body and 
he had abstained from voting be- 
cause he opposed terms, insisted 
on by the United States, specifical- 
ly preventing the agency from in- 
cluding atom bombs among de- 
structive weapons to be regulated. 


“We are going to do everything 
to assure the success of the new 
commission,”’ Gromyko added, “In 
a sense, the two commissions are 
set up in opposition to each other. 
It will be harmful if they conflict. 
We must try and avoid rivalry 
between them.” 


In another corner of the dele- 
gates’ lounge, Warren R. Austin, 
beaming at questioners, said that 
the American delegation was de- 
lighted that the resolution in the 
form he recommended had passed 
without veto, 


“This was one of the blessings 
that happened today,” he added. 
“This is evidence of progress.” 


He said he had suggested ap- 
pointment of a deputy to assist 
him in the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, but declined to confirm 
reports he had named John Han- 
cock. Hancock was the right-hand 
man of Bernard M, Baruch when 
Baruch, as head of the United 
States atomic delegation, submit- 
ted the plan now incorporated in 
the commission report. 


Promptly after adoption of the 
resolution, Gen. Andrew G. L. Mc- 
Naughton of Canada, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
was invited to make an introduc- 
tory statement to the council. He 
declared there was a wide area of 


agreement on the atomic report. 

“Nothing will contribute more 
to rapid progress than a frank 
statement from the two delega- 
tions who abstained from voting 
when the report was framed by 
the commission,” McNaughton 
said. 

He referred to Russia and Po- 
land, who declined to participate 
in a substantial part of the task.

Field, O., after a raid on Omura 
Japan, in November 1944. 

A fourth piloted by Capt. Mick- | 
ish, now with the Air Transport 
Command in Washington, whose 
plane developed engine trouble 
after another raid on Omura 
eight days later. 

The Times said Mickish told this 
story: 1 

“When we were forced down it 
was 3 o’clock'in the afternoon— | 
broad daylight. First the anti- 
aircraft batteries started sending. 
flack around us, although they 
could see we were an American 
ship and that I had my flaps down 
for a landing. 

“Then six fighters came up and 
the leader began spraying tracer | 
bullets around our nose. My boys 
didn’t like it. I had a hard time 
getting them to keep their Sree 
fingers off their guns.” 

When the plane landed, Soviet | 
soldiers with guns ran to it, the 
Times account continued.

NEW COMPLAINT BY FTC 
ON FLEISCHMANN’S YEAST 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (UP)— 
The Federal Trade Commission 
charged today that continued tse 
of a current type of Fleischmann’s 
yeast would drain the body of thi- 
amin (vitamin B-1) to an extent 
that might have “very serious 
consequences.” The FTC asserted 
also that Fleischmann’s yeast does 
not cure adolescent pimples, as 
advertised. 

The FTC complaint was filed 
against Standard Brands, Inc., 
New York City, makers of Fleisch- 
mann’s yeast. It was supplemental 
to a 1943 complaint accusing the 
company of misrepresenting the! 
values of its product. 

The new complaint said that 
yeast cakes produced under a 
formula in use from 1938 to 1944, | 
and from 1946 to date “will not 
only contribute no thiamin to the 
body but will result in depriving 
the body of considerable amounts 
of thiamin obtained from other 
foods. 

“Continued eating ‘of the prod- 
uct will result in depletion of the 
body’s thiamin to an extent which 
may have very serious conse- 
quences, " the FTC said. ,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
The Federal Communications 
Commission was told yesterday 
that receivers for color television 
would cost twice as much as black 
and white receivers. 

This* estimate came from pro- 
duction experts of firms opposing 
an application by the Columbia 
Broadcasting System to start color 
television broadcasts immediately. 

The black and white receivers 
cost from $150 to $2640, commis- 
sion records show, but witnesses 
said one couldn’t multiply these 
prices by two, “straight across the 
board” and get an estimated price 
for all types of color sets that 
may be built. 

Robert D. Dome of the General 
Electric Co. said his firm is pro- 
ducing the CBS receiving sets on 
an experimental basis. On the 
basis of improvements expected 
soon in the color sets, he esti- 
mated one could be built for about 
$1340 and that it would compare 
in other features with a black and 
white set costing $495. 

Commenting on prices, Commis- 
sioner Rosel Hyde said the test 
seems to lie with the public and 
the price it is willing to pay for 
color television. 

Except for Dome, the witnesses 
were engineers opposing the CBS 
application. They contended it

years to develop television to the

Great Public Servant. 

In Lilienthal, President Truman 
selected one of the two or three 
men who have in recent years 
earned the title of great public 
servant. He has conserved the 
vital resources, and raised the 
level of life in a whole vast re- 
gion of this country which had 
been sinking into poverty and 
devastation. In the Tennessee 
valley, furthermore, he has set an 
example of decentralization of 
governmental power, of democ- 
racy in action, of constant, friend- 
ly responsiveness to the will of 
those he served. When he was 
appointed, the immense majority 
of Americans told themselves 
with a sigh of relief that the 
President had chosen the best 
man available to handle the big- 
gest administrative job in the 
country. 

He is now under attack by a 
survivor of the Paleozoic era of 
American politics, an aged Sena- 


tor who has lived all his political 
life by the greedy pursuit of pork 
and patronage, and hates Lilien- 
thal only because these insatiable 
appetites of his were not ade- 
quately catered to by the TVA.

Delinquent Parents 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Of all that has appeared in print in 
connection with the Reardon case, I 
have been most shocked by the reports 
of police officers on night duty in our 
wealthier suburbs that their attempts 
td check the misbehavior of young peo- 
ple are resented by the parents. Here— 
not in police inspection or tourist-camp 
regulations (both desirable)—is the crux 
of the problem. 

In my profession I deal constantly 
_ with children and their parents, and am 
frequently reminded of the tragic dis- 
crepancy between what it takes finan- 
cially, intellectually and spiritually to 
bring children into the world, and what 
is required to take decent care of them 
when they are here. How much more 
disgraceful are neglect, irresponsibility 
and overindulgence among the well-to- 
do and supposedly educated than among 

the ignorant and underprivileged! 

We rightly cherish our liberties and 
the privacy of our homes. But my free- 
dom to swing my fist ends where the 
other fellow's riose begins. The free- 
dom of Mr. Reardon (take him as an 
example, which apparently he is, not as 
an individual) to bring up his daughter 
as he pleased has now caused not only 
his own death, but that of Michael 
D'Arcy and the ruin of his daughter’s 
life. If he had daily come home drunk 
and beaten up his family with a hot 
poker, the law could have been invoked 
to prevent such flagrant abuse of par- 
ental responsibility. Should we not se- 
riously consider whether without de- 
struction of essential liberties we can 
devise legal means of curbing the less

Brandeis and Lilienthal 


It is announced at the White House, through 
Secretary Ross, that the President hasn’t the 
faintest intention of withdrawing the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Lilienthal for the chairmanship of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. Good enough. 

Hasn't the time come, however, for Mr. Tru- 
man to carry the war into ; Africa? The opposi- 
tion to Lilienthal, as we recounted at length 
yesterday, is petty, mean, sinister, pusillanimous 


and a few other words that are not quite as ~ 


printable. It is led by Senator McKellar, ‘the 
Tennessee feudist, who has an ancient grudge 
against Lilienthal because the latter refused to 
let McKellar’s dirty fingers dip into TVA pat- 
ronage. 

Senator White, G.O.P. floor leader, Senator 
Wherry and, we are sorry to say, Senator Kem 
of Missouri, announce they will vote against 
Lilienthal, while it is rumored that Senator Taft 
will do likewise. 

This indicates strongly that a partisanship 
fight is shaping up to crucify Lilienthal be- 
cause of his New Deal background. It will prove 
to be a sorry day for the G.O.P. if it should de- 
feat a man of Lilienthal’s stature on a narrow 
political basis. Under all the circumstances, the 
President should not content himself with nega- 
tive support for his candidate, but should take 
such positive action that would make it highly 
embarrassing for the Senate to delay confirma- 
tion any longer. 

There is a precedent for such action on Mr. 
Truman’s part. We refer to the bitter fight 
made in 1916 against Woodrow Wilson’s nomi- 
nation of Louis D. Brandeis as Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. Powerful forces 
opposed Brandeis, forces much more impressive 
than those now attacking Lilienthal. It is hu- 
miliating to recall that former President Taft 
(Senator Taft’s father), former Secretary of 
State Elihu Root, Joseph H. Choate and other 
men of renown sent a protest to the Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee which was considering 
the nomination. The protest said: 

The undersigned feel under the painful 
duty to say that, in their opinion, taking 
into view the reputation, character and pro- 
fessional career of Mr. Louis D. Brandeis, 
he is not a fit person to be a member of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

In the light of Justice Brandeis’s magnificent 
subsequent career, what would Taft, Root, 
Choate and the rest have given to erase this 
blot from their record! 

After extensive hearings, the subcommittee 
voted 3-to-2 in favor of the nomination. Just 
before the vote was taken, Woodrow Wilson 
wrote his now famous letter of May 5, 1916, 
in which he said that he knew Brandeis to be 
“singularly qualified by learning, by gifts and 
by character” for the Supreme Court. Wilson’s 
letter reviewed the charges made _ against 
Brandeis—charges which Wilson himself had 
investigated—and termed them “intrinsically 
incredible.” 

The President set forth Brandeis’s record and 
his personal qualities and paid him this tribute: 

I cannot speak too highly of his impartial, . 
impersonal, orderly and constructive mind, 
his rare analytical powers, ‘his deep human 
sympathy, his profound acquaintance with 
the historical roots of our institutions and 
insight into their spirit, or of the many evi- 
dences he has given of being imbued to the 
very heart with our American ideals of 
justice and equality of opportunity; of his 
knowledge of modern economic conditions 
and of the way they bear upon the masses 
of the people, or of his genius in getting 
persons to unite in common and harmoni- 
ous action and look with frank and kindly 
eyes into each other’s minds,-who had be- 
fore been heated antagonists. 

It is always dangerous to push a historical 
analogy too far, yet in this case it happens that 
the President could truly say of Lilienthal (an 
ardent disciple of Brandeis) many of the things 
that Woodrow Wilson said about Brandeis. The 
record and character of Lilienthal bear many 
resemblances to the record and character of 
Brandeis. The opposition to Brandeis was based 
on ignorance, prejudice and the hatred of pow- 
erful, selfish forces. That is true, too, of the 
opposition to Lilienthal. 

Woodrow Wilson’s letter played a vital part 
in the subcommittee’s affirmative action on 
Brandeis, in the approval of the nomination by 
the Judiciary Committee as a whole and in the 
final approval by the Senate itself. By the same 
President Truman could 
smash the anti-Lilienthal forces by a public ap- 
peal for confirmation which would recite the 
extraordinary services Lilienthal has performed 
for the nation and the manner of man he is. 
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The Goal in Postage Rates. 


The readjustment of second-class postage 
rates to reduce the deficit of the Post Office 
Department presents a delicate problem. The 
large, profitable newspapers and magazines re- 
sponsible for most of the deficit in second class 
service should, of course, be required to pay up. 

But what of small newspapers or magazines 
which are not earning a profit or those whose 
publishers—there are several such—are not 
moved primarily by the profit motive? Is it fair 
for the age of the publication, its size or its 
financial condition to be considered in. deter- 
mining postage rates? 

The last two of these factors are taken into 
consideration by the existing law in regard to 
small rural dailies afid weeklies, which the Post 
Office Department delivers free in the county 
of publication. This provision is almost sure to 
be continued. Witness the statement of Sena- 
tor Wherry, chairman of the Senate Small Busi- 
ness Committee: “Smail newspapers and maga- 
zines owe their existence to second class rates. 
Any raise for them might mean their death and 
would be a blow to freedom of the press.” 

Senator Murray who recently retired as 
chairman of the Small Business Committee, has 
indicated a similar view. He doubts that it is 
any longer valid to subsidize the press in general 
on the theory that it aids in the diffusion of in- 
formation and education. So he offers this 
suggestion: 

Another value, the fostering of diversity 
and competition, should henceforth be used 
as the basis of rate determination. The 


whole structure of second-class postal rates 
should be overhauled to achieve these goals. 


Senator Murray estimates that 15 magazines 
published by five companies accounted for $30,- 
000,000 of the $107,000,000 deficit incurred from 
handling newspapers and magazines in 1945, the 
latest year for which full figures are available. 


Of the remaining portion of the deficit, all but 
a trifling sum was accounted for by, newspapers 
with large circulations and satisfactory profits. 

These should be required to pay their passage, 
and the sooner the better. But Congress should, 
as Senator Murray suggests, seek some formula 
that will foster rather than discourage diversity 
and competition. The old purpose of aiding in 
the diffusion of opinion is still valid, we think, 
to the extent that it justifies preferential rates 
for new or struggling publications. 
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A Blow to National Security 

Our very security will be dangerously weak- 
ened, President Truman warns, if the budget 
slashes stay in force. There is all too much 
reason to fear he is right. It. is obvious that 
the subcommittee which cut $1,750,000,000 from 
the Army and Navy and another half-billion 
from the Army’s civil functions acted without a 
close study of the armed ‘services’ needs. Our 
peace diplomacy has thereby suffered a heavy 
bléw; our hand is weakened in the current UN 
negotiations and the forthcoming Moscow con- 
ference on the German peace settlement. 

Secretary Patterson says flatly that the cut 
will keep the Army from carrying out its assign- 
ments. It means 35 air combat .groups instead 
of 55, only 500 new planes a year instead of 900 
“In three to five years,” Gen. Spaatz testifies 
through Patterson, “‘we will have a second-rate 
air force largely equipped with obsolete planes.” 

Patterson reports for Gens. Eisenhower ‘and 
MacArthur that the cut will reduce “‘the already 
dangerously low civil ration in occupied areas. 
Starvation is inevitable’—and then insurrec- 
tion. “‘Any successful defiance of ‘our authority 
in occupied areas would quickly mushroom to 
dangerous proportions.” 

Secretary Forrestal has said that a threatened 
smaller cut than the one actually voted “would 
so greatly reduce the effectiveness of the Navy 
as to render it practically immobile and impo- 
tent as an instrument of national policy.” 
Among other things, it would sharply curtail 
pilot training and break the enlistments of men 
who joined the service in good faith. 

Yet some Republican leaders still contend, in 
Representative Dirksen’s words, that the warn- 
ings are only a campaign “to keep the fat and 
padding” in the original budget. Maybe so, but 
Patterson cites figures showing how sharply 
his subordinates’ plans were trimmed before be- 
ing submitted to Congress. If the Dirksens are 
right, it is only by rare coincidence, because 
they actually don’t know what they are talking 
about. 

Patterson and Forrestal are armed with in- 
formation. The subcommittee did not bother to 
arm itself by close study; it preferred the meat- 
ax. Its act was irresponsible — gravely irre- 
sponsible, because it weakens us in interna- 
tional political affairs of the utmost importance 
to our own peace and security. 

Fortunately, this lapse can still be retrieved. 
The full budget committee of 102 members can 
reverse its subcommittee, confess in effect that 
the presidential request has not been thoroughly 
explored, restore the whole amount tentatively, 
and leave the actual limits on expenditures to 
subsequent hearings and debate. A special com- 
mittee was created to avoid such lengthy inde- 
cision, but its negligence leaves no other toler- 
able course this year. National security and ef- 
fective domestic government being at stake, no 
less a course is tolerable.

No doubt the hottest potato that a New York 
City Mayor ever has to juggle are the recurrent 
proposals to increase the subway fare. It has 
become a fetish, an obsession in Manhattan 
that the nickel that buys the longest ride in 
the world must continue to do so. Any politi- 
cian who suggests otherwise is fit for treasons, 
strategems and spoils, and should be hanged, 
drawn and quartered. 

It is announced by Mayor O'Dwyer that the 
nickel fare, by verdict of the Board of Estimate, 
remains intact and that suggestions to increase 
the fare to a dime would impose “a harsh and 
unbearable tax” on the straphangers. Yet the 
Mayor and the Board of Estimate know that the 
nickel fare leads to enormous deficits that must 
be made up in some other way. | 

New York City straphangers are kidding 
themselves if they think they are actually riding 
for a nickel. Some day a man braver than 
O’Dwyer and the members of the Board of 
Estimate—no less perhaps than a municipal St. 
George—is going to have to tell the Manhattan 
rubes the truth and make it stick. 
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Song of Missouri 

The Legislature, which looked into a proposal 
last year to adopt “The Missouri Waltz” as the 
official state song, now will consider a bill to 
adopt a song by a Vandalia woman, ‘Missouri, 
the Show Me State.” The latter composition has 
been reported favorably by the House Commit- 
tee on Education, though with seven adverse 
votes. 

Perhaps Missouri should have a state song. 
Probably, even. But “The Missouri Waltz,” 
pretty as it is, is a rather slow and dreamy piece 
of business to represent as robust a state as this 
one, and “‘Missouri, the Show Me State,” though 
it undoubtedly springs from patriotic feelings, 
isn’t exactly what is wanted. 

Missouri, in short, needs a song as rare and 
beautiful as — well, for instance, Missouri. 
Thinking back over the ones already available, 
we guess no ready-made compositions are going 


to fill the bill. But why shouldn’t Missouri in- © 


spire someone to write ¢ song like that? 

It would have to be a song that would iift a 
man’s heart up in a broad land and there would 
have to be words to it that would say some- 
thing about how pleasant it is to Missourians 
to have the strong-flowing Mississippi, the inti- 
mate hills and the clear cool streams and the 
hundreds of wildflowers of the Ozarks, the big 
springs the size of rivers, and the grand-duke’s 
mixture of good mules, good symphony orches- 
tras, good cotton and good wine. A big order, 
we grant you; as big as the plains we live here 
on the edge of. But just as surely as Missouri 
deserves a song good enough for it, it deserves 
to sit out anything less.

What are we going to do about the dis- 
placed persons of Europe? 

There are about 850,000 of them who 
would literally rather die than go back to 
their native lands, About one-fifth of them 
are Jews, who fear religious persecution in 
Poland, where pogroms have recently oc- 
curred. Four-fifths are Christians, most of 
whom fear political persecution because 
they ‘have anti-Communist records. 


There are four courses which America 
might pursue in dealing with this human 


problem. One is to let the DPs stay forever 


in former concentration camps, at a cost 
of $300,000,000 a year to the American tax- 
payer. Another js to abandon them and let 
them starve, A third is to try to force them 
on other countries, while insisting that we 
ourselves can give shelter to none of them 
in the United States. The fourth is to take 
the lead in distributing them among vari- 
ous nations by offering to take a limited 
number into this country. 


The Logical Solution 


The first two solutions seem out of the 
question, “As too expensive and too brutal. 
The third is the course we have been 
tacitly following, though we have never 
officially adopted it and it is not sanc- 
tioned by any of our responsible leaders. It 
has produced no results to date, for almost 
none of the DPs have been resettled in new 
countries. 


The fourth solution has both logic and 
humanity on its side, but it unfortunately 
creates an emotional block in many Ameri- 
can minds, The Citizens Committee on Dis- 
placed Persons has _ proposed admitting 
400,000 DPs into the country in the next 
four years, and no agency has suggested a 
larger figure; 


There is no rational basis for dread that 
a nation of 145,000,000 people will be 
swamped by a mere 400,000, more than half 
of whom are women and children under 18, 


The proposal seems less alarming, too, 
when we consider how little immigration 
we have had in the last few years. The 
United States has long had quotas on im- 
migration, totalling about 153,000 a year 
from all foreign countries combined. Dur- 
ing the period 1940-46, we were prepared 
to accept 1,071,000 people under our quotas, 
but only about 170,000 came. 


We had places for about 900,000 people 
we would have taken in during those years 
if they had presented themselves. Why 
should we not have the same places for at 
Icast half of thém now? 


No Change in Quotas 


Gen. Marshall has requested “legislation 
for entry of displaced persons into this 
country,” a proposal which will sQon come 
before Congress. We would go back and 
pick up part of the unused immigration 
quotas for the war years, and select some 
400,000 refugees we are willing to admit. 


There would be no change in the basic 
quotas for the future. There would be the 
standard immigration restrictions against 
anarchists, persons who would overthrow 
our government by violence, criminals and 
all of known bad moral character. The 
screening would be much more efficient 
than under normal immigration, for Ameri- 
can authorities have full records on the 


DPs and could readily exclude undesirable 
applicants. 


Not a one of the DPs would become a 
charge upon the community. Organizations 
and individuals are already pledged to take 
financial responsibility for all those ad- 
mitted. 


Many would become producers in this 
country, using their skills to create em- 
ployment for American workers. The hous- 
ing shortage would be little affected by 
their admission, as nearly all have rela- 
tives in this country who would take them 
into their own houses. 


Labor Would Open Door 


The American Federation of Labor has 
recently indorsed the “recapturing” of war- 
time quotas for the use of displaced per- 
sons. Church groups are taking the same 
position. Organized labor shows that it 
does not fear the competition of these refu- 
gees, a large proportion of whom are 
farmers who would help to meet a short- 
age of farm labor. 


There are eminently practical reasons 
for America to take the lead in placing 
the displaced persons. Gen. McNarney, the 
commanding general of our military forces 
in Europe, has said that our occupation 
troops in Germany could be cut sharply if 
the DPs were moved out of the country. 
At present, they are a dead expense on our 
hands, 


The moral reasons for coming to their 
rescue hardly need recital.‘ One of the 
proudest of American traditions lies in the 
fact that this country gave harbor to the 
victims of religious and political persecu- 
tion. The Pilgrim Fathers came to our 
shores for those very reasons, The same 
impetus sent thousands of German families 
to America after the revolution of 1848, 
and this country has had few more useful 
citizens, 

America was built by refugees from for- 
eign lands, Is it any wonder that the world 
looks to us today for an act of leadership? 


COMPULSORY VOTING FAILS

Now and then, when discussing the fail- 
ure of many Americans to vote in elections, 
someone will advocate compulsory voting 
laws, with penalties for violators. 


The recent elections in Brazil seem to. 


indicate that this is no answer. 

Brazi] has obligatory balloting, and stay- 
at-homes are subject to fines of from $5 
to $15. The Brazil election was most im- 
portant. Yet some 1,750,000 qualified vot- 
ers subjected themselves to the fines by 
staying away from the polls, 

No doubt the results would be similar if 
the’ United States had such a law. 

After all, people who have to be forced 
to exercise their democratic rights are cer- 
tainly not interested in the way their gov- 
ernment is run. It is unlikely that their 
votes would be intelligent. Citizens in a 
democracy should want to vote; they 
should feel that it is a precious right and 
privilege. 

Rather than try to force all citizens to 
vote, the endeavor should be to get more 
people to want to vote. That is an educa- 
tional process. 


Between Book Ends 


Underneath the Bough 


THE UMBRELLA THORN, by Peter de Poinay. (Creative 

Age Press, New York.) 

The scene of this novel is set in Kenya, 
South Africa, a land where heroes and 
heroines need not perform the lesser chores 
of life which tend to interfere with the 
plot. Here Swahili boys, comfortably fed 
on posho, serve their British “bwanas,” 
who benevolently protect them from the 
hyrax and impala, to say nothing of the 
lion, the leopard and the hyena. 

De Polnay uses the backdrop of South 
African scenes impressively, scarcely al- 
lowing them to intrude upon the central 
story, a man’s search for inner happiness. 


The author's chief concern is with peo- 
ple; and he draws his characters, even to 
the least, with lines as pertinent as those 
of a Toulouse-Lautrec. He treats women as 
ruthlessly as would another woman. 


The chief character, Maj. David McKen- 
na (retired), is, for his neighbors, a Rich- 
ard Cory straight from E. A. Robinson, “a 
gentleman from sole to crown .. . clean 
favored and imperially slim ... and rich 

. admirably schooled in every grace.” 
But to the reader he has something of 
Maugham’s Dutch artist in “The Moon and 
Sixpence” He is so damnably good that 
one wants to shake h!im into the realization 
that he is melng pages for A sucker, 


Therein may lie the sn Perhaps being 
taken for a sucker, when one can afford 
it, is the highest good. McKenna, as he 
sits under the umbrella thorn and tries to 
find himself, realizes that, beneath his out- 
ward and studied precision, he is lonely. 
His goodness toward others is his attempt 


“to invite them within the circle of him- 


self. But they cannot accept; they are not 
ready, as he is, to surrender of themselves. 


Gloria, whom McKenna marries because 
he can in no other way save her from the 
creditors in whose hands her shiftless hus- 
band left her when he died suddenly, has 
it in her power to enter the circle of her 
second husband’s self, but she is unable to- 
comprehend his selflessness. Her own self- 
ishness finds her shamelessly bargaining 
her beauty for bodily comfort and freedom 
from responsibility. Even her eventual ca- 
pitulation to decency; symbolized by her 
growing fondness for sitting under the um- 
brella thorn, seems hardly believable in its 
abruptness., 

Davy, the child born of Gloria and her 
first husband, lends hope to the reader 
throughout the book. In him McKenna fi- 
nally finds someone with whom he can 
talk.

A Private Power Fight. 


Tt was McKellar’s grudge fight, 
abetted by the Hearst-McCormick- 
Patterson press, that set this pol- 
icy. The Republicans who follow 
along are merely saying, “Me, too.” 

Except in a glancing way, the 
core of this controversy has not 
really been touched on. Behind 
the noisy clamor over “Commu- 
nism” is a struggle to get all 
power production back into pri- 
vate control, Not Liliqnthal but 
the Tennessee Valley Authority is 
the rea) target of this attack. 


Behind that is an even more sig- 
nificant triangle of conflict. Pri- 
vate control over atomic power is 
the objective of a little group 
who, if the whole story could be 
bared, would be seen to be inspir- 
ing the fight against Lilienthaj. 
That helps to explain the other- 
wise inexplicable anger with 
which certain Senators turned on 
Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson when he went before the 
Atomic Energy Committee. 

Their anger was directed at 
Acheson for releasing the Acheson- 
Lilienthal report which recom- 
mended putting control of atomic 
energy under an international au- 
thority. The group that helped 
to draft that report included dis- 
tinguished scientists and business 
men who worked under the chair- 
manship of Lilienthal. 


Use of the Smear Technique. 


They concluded, in effect, that 
this power was 80 overwhelming 
it could not be left to the exploi- 
tation of private interests, Pri- 
vate competition would inevitably 
mean private monopoly. And a 
monopoly of that kind would fi- 
nally be a dictatorship. 

Under the plan they proposed, 
atomic power would be available 
to private business just as TVA 
power is available at a low cost 
to private business throughout the 
Tennessee Valley. It was TVA 
power which made possible the 
expansion of the private aluminum 
industry. 

TVA is grounded in a natural

resource—in the rivers that run to 
the sea. In the same way, atomic 
power derives from the very stuff 
of life and from the complex 
knowledge and skills of thousands 
'of men and women. Incidentally, 
‘the atomic power project that is 
a going concern today cost two 
billion dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money, 

It would be interesting to be 
able to identify those who are ex- 
ploiting the attack on Lilienthal. 
They, of course, keep discreetly 
in the background. They know 
how to employ the technique of 
the smear and the irrelevancy; 
for example, the irrelevant, trivial 
complaints that came years ago 
from A. E. Morgan, a former 
member of the TVA board. These 
complaints were shown to have 
been without any substance what- 
soever. Yet Morgan is brought 
back before the congressional 
committee, and the old jealousies 
and rivalries are aired once again, 


Shadow of Stalemate. 


One thing this controversy dem- 
onstrates is the way in which 
“Communism” can be used to dis- 
tract and divert us. It can condi- 
tion decisions that should be made 
on the basis of what is best for us 
as a nation, The reality of Com- 
munism is one thing, as we 
learndd—or should have learned— 
from the espionage case in Can- 
ada, where the matter was han- 
dled with dispatch and efficiency. 
But the hysteria provoked by the 
smear are something quite differ- 
ent. Hysteria can corrupt our de- 
cisions so that we act in fear and 
not in reason. 

The probability is that Lilienthal 
will be confirmed. If he fails of 
confirmation, then the possiblity 
of finding other civilians who 
would be willing to submit to this 
form of Indian torture is slight. 

That raises still another point. 
The shadow of stalemate between 
a Republican Congress and a 
Democratic Chief Executive has 
already fallen across this critical 
year, If the next 18 months are 
to be given over to futile wran- 
gling, then our position and pres- 
tige before the world will rapidly 
vanish.

Somebody is being kidded. 

Not by the President, of course. 
Harry S. Truman takes his presi- 
dential job far too seriously ever 
to stoop to fooling the American 
people. His skull had to be 
stuffed first. But the advisers— 
in the State Departm@nt or at 
Lake Success—who supplied the 
“year of progress story” cannot 
plead innocence, Either they do 
not believe what they. had the 
President say—or they are unfit 
to represent the United States. 
These are tough days for people 
who never grow up. 


What the Baby Needs. 


Maybe the said advisers, hav- 
ing themselves helped to bring 
the infant UN into the world at 
Dumbarton Oaks and San Fran- 
cisco, are as little capable of judg- 
ing their offspring objectively, as 
any doting mother. 

“Isn't he wonderful?” they ask. 
Tt is almost brutal to ingist that 
being born legless, the child is 
going to need a lot special feed- 
ing and some surgery before it 
starts living up to its reputation 
as an infant prodigy. 

In any case, the presidential 
missive looks to me like some- 
thing the American people had 
better look at on both sides before 
accepting. 

It began well enough with an 
appeal to support UN. What else 
can we do-it is all we have! 
Then it goes on about layi the 
“structural foundations’— ae 
anything so flimsy as UN can be 
said to have fo @ndations. 

Then, well astride his good 
steed Pollyanna, the President 
left the ground completely. 

A “significant development,” he 
said, was the Assembly's “power 
to influence the policies of na- 
tions.” (But has it?) This, the 
President thinks, it could do be- 
cause it “expresses the higher 
sovereignty of the people's will.” 
(The Russian people's will, the 
American people's will, higher 
than Stalin or Peron.) This 
people's will will develop as a 
“dominant power for peace and 
progress.” 


Questions for Truman. 


“ Worthy Mr. Truman, this is 
music—but is it so?

Even 
if this means a system of veto- 
less arms inspection and control, 
so long as Moscow possesses a

Three Big Facts. 


It seems to me that the essential 
facts of one year’s UN are not in 
the President’s letter. 

Fact 1: The Security Council, 
because of the veto, failed to solve 
one of the first five problems sub-

Fact 2: Far from giving up the 
mischief-making veto, the Soviet 
Union steadily sought to extend it. 

Fact 3: By asking for the for- 
mer Jap islands, mandated and 
not, as a “strategic area” (a situ- 
ation comparable to outright an- 
nexation), the United States weak- 
ened the moral foundations of 
UN — and perhaps permanently 
undermined the purpose of the 
trusteeship system. 


A Luminous Passage. 


Compared with such solid re- 
verses, verbal success in disarma- 
ment bulks small, Nor is it sure 
that disarmament, once achieved, 
could prevent war. Nations can, if 
necessary fight with sticks and 
stones, 

On balance, one is compelled to 
question the President's belief— 
“there has been progress toward 
building security from war,” In- 
stead, UN has done about what 
might have been expected—neither 
better nor worse, 

But why argue? For toward the 
end of his letter, in a luminous 
passage, President Truman said: 

“We cannot have lasting peace 
until a genuine rule of world law 
is established and enforced.” 

World law is something more 
than organized public opinion. It 
implies the pooling of national 
sovereignty on a higher sovereign-

As for Mr. Draper, 
his reputation, too, had preceded 
him. But whereas it is possible 
to believe without seeing, it al- 
ways takes a direct contact with 
even a widely advertised phe- 
nomenon to bring a true emotional 
Sense of conviction. 

Both the tap dancer and the 
harmonica player — singly and in 
combination left no doubt of 
their superlative facility or the 
esthetic soundness of their ap- 
proach, Bach can be played on 
the harmonica and Rameau can 
be projected in a tap dance and 
without bringing into the frame 
of refercnce the standards of the 
circus sideshow. , 

Mr. Adler’s performance of 
Bach's “Jesu Joy of Man’s Desir- 
ing” and the arrangement of 
Mozart's oboe quartet were ex- 
pressive as music because they 
had fluency of line, clarity of 
phrase and were warmly inflected 
within a precise rhythmic pattern. 
Necessarily he had to rely on the 
piano accompaniment, ably sup- 
plied by John Coleman, to fill out 
the harmonies and the counter- 
point, but the muiscal effect jus- 
tified the arrangements. In his 
second group composed of the 
Nigun from Ernest Bloch’s “Baal 
Shem” suite, Debussy’s “Afternoon 
of a Faun” and Enesco’s “Ro- 
manian Rhapsody,” he called into 
play the wider coloristic resources 
of his instrument, This together 
with his virtuoso playing of em- 
bellishments and rapid figurations 
brought in the touch of the sen- 
sational, 

Mr. Draper's contributions were 
the Prelude and Gigue from Bach’s 
B-Flat Major Partita and a Ga- 
votte with variations by Rameau. 
This was followed by the “Mala- 
guena” of Lecuona and an unac- 
companied dance. There may be 
persons who would be offended 
by the association of Bach and a 
tap dance but the Old Man, him- 
self, wouldn't have been one of 
them, I am sure. 

The prelude and Gigue are 
nothing if they are not dance 
forms with a clear suggestion of 
body rhythms. Mr. Draper con- 
firmed the basic pulse and tapped 
his feet 
while providing a flowing coun- 
terpoint of rhythm with leaps, 
turns and skips, sometimes on the 
beat and sometimes opposed to 
it, It was all charming, and ap- 
propriate in character. 

A similar -perceptiveness en- 
tered into the treatment of the 
languorous but rugged “Malag- 
uena.” He handled his feet like 
castanets. He produced hard and 
soft beats, runs, trills and ca- 
denzas.

A 50-year-old composer who, as 
an 11-year-old prodigy in Europe, 
“baffled and scared the musical 
authorities” with his “ultra-mod- 
ern compositions,” is today, in a 
musical age he thinks “has gone 
unmusical with too much modern- 
ism,” trying to discover whether 
he dares return to “old-fashioned 
ways.” 

He is Vienna-born Erich Korn- 
gold, whose new violin concerto 
will be given its world premiere 
performances at Kiel Auditorium 
by Jascha Heifetz as soloist with 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
directed by Vladimir Golschmann, 


tomorrow night at 8:30 o'clock and 
Sunday at 3:30 p.m. 

“Heifetz and I _ deliberately 
‘picked on’ St. Louis for our ex- 
periment,” Korngold said. “We 
picked on St. Louis because the 
city has an excellent orchestra 
and conductor, and a musically 
educated audience, and because 


my work is not widely known 
here, except to movie audiences. 
“The outcome of the experiment 
is important to Heifetz and to all 
musicians, but is of particular im- 
portance to me, who am resuming

a career as composer for the con- 
cert stage.” 

Korngold, who made his creative 
debut in America 25 years ago, at 
the New York Metropolitan Opera 
House, with his opera, “The Dead 
City,” has been in Hollywood for 
the last 12 years, He has com- 
posed scores for a number of 
movies. The latest was “The 
Cello Concerto,” which was heard 
in “Deception,” starring Bette 
Davis and Claude Rains. 

“There is no question as to 
whether I dare be ‘old-fashioned’ 
for the movie audience,” Korngold, 


who arrived in St, Louis to attend 
rehearsals and performance of his 
work yesterday, told the Post-Dis- 
patch. “The movie audiences, de- 
spite the fact that concert-think- 
ing people are apt to look down 
on them, are really quite fresh in 
their view of music, They may not 


know much, from a formal point 
of view, but-they have a firm 
grasp of the fact that the corner- 
stones of good music of all ages 
are melody, harmony, rhythm and | 
sound,” 

“Today's musical authorities and | 
composers have delivered them- 
selves, almost to a man, to the 
strange musical sects of men such 
as Schoenberg, who produce 
scores more related to mathe- 
matics than to music. It is these 
musical authorities J am afraid 
of.” 
Korngold met Heifetz for the | 
first time at a friend's house in 
Hollywood a year ago, the com- 
poser said, 

“IT played a concerto for him--on 
the piano — at my own request, 
Heifetz has a face in real life as 
expressionless as it is in most of 
the photographs of him, and I 
couldn't tell what he was thinking. 
When, at the end of the playing, 
he burst out laughing and said he 
would play it, I became the hap- 
piest man in the world, and we 
both sat and laughed for many 
minutes, for no reason at all.” 


Korngold's concerto is in three 
movements, and was completed in 
1945. The composer was born in 
Moravia, the son of a Viennese 
music critic. He has composed 
four operas and a number of or- 
chestral works.

ABOARD THE MOUNT OLYM- 
PUS IN THE ANTARCTIC, Feb. 
13 (Delayed) (AP)—Discovery of 
a land of lakes in inland Antarc- 
tica opens the wide possibility that 
other and larger such areas may 
exist elsewhere on the South Polar 
continent, Dr. Arthur Howard of 


the United States Geological Sur- 
» vey said today. 

The geologist, of Washington, 
D.Cc.. and Astoria, Long Island, 
said the lake region—found this 
week in the Knox coast vicinity 
and dubbed “Shangri-La”—might 
owe its existence to an under- 
lying mass of hut rock. He said 
the region might be somewhat like 
Yellowstone Park, where heat for 
geysers and hot springs is be- 
lieved to come from such a rock 
Mass. 

Official dispatches of the United 
States Navy's Antarctic expedition 
said a Mariner seaplane from the 
western task group landed Thurs- 
day, local time—Wednesday, St. 
Louis time—on one of the lakes 
and the crew took a sample of the 
water, reported “definitely warm- 
er” than elsewhere. 

The crewmen, under Lt. Comdr. 
David E. Bunger of Coronado, 
Calif.. noted what seemed ore- 
bearing rocks on the ground and 
a few birds overhead. Ice rimmed 
the region, but none was seen on 
the lake. Neither, however, was 
any steam. 

Howard said the ice-free area 
could not be explained by the ab- 
gence of snowfall because it was 
within easy reach of moisture- 
laden winds from the ocean and 
was not protected by mountains. 
He added, however, that similar 
areas due simply to dryness might 
be found deep in the interior. 

An analysis of th: water sample 
may show chemicals indicating a 
deep-seated origin for at least part 
of the water, the geologist contin- 
ued, and the water also may show 
a variety of microscopic forms of 
life. 

He said it was not especially 
significant that the Mariner crew 
noticed no steam, because hot 
springs or fumaroles—steaming 
holes in the ground—might not be 
visible at that particular point or 
from high in the air. The lakes 
also might freeze over during the 
winter like the Yellowstone lakes, 
Howard added, or remain open the 
year around if the heat supply was 
sufficient. 

He said that the South Polar 
continent still was caught in the 
last phases of an ice age and that 
inspection of earth mounds re- 
ported in the ice-free area would 
show quickly whether the area 
once had been covered by ice or 
had remained uncovered during 
the ice age. 

Meanwhile the Sosheeuher North-

At present, in fact, the Blue and 
White has won eight consecutive 
games, and aé victory tonight 
would equal St. Louis’s longest 
winning streak, set in 1925 and 
equaled in 1930, the latter a sea- 
son in which a team (Maryville 
Teachers coached by the Aggies’ 
veteran mentor, Hank Iba, began 
a 42-game string of victories. 

One of Eddie Hickey’s crack 
Creighton teams six years ago was 
the last conference team to win 
twice from the Cowpokes in the 
same season, St. Louis has won 
only two of 15 previous contests 
with the Aggies. 

Oklahoma A. & M. is limping 
along below ‘500 in the Valley, 
surprisingly having lost three of 
its five league starts, compared 
with the Billikens’ perfect confer- 
ence record in eight games. But 
in non-league play, meeting some 
of the nation’s most formidable 
fives, the Aggies have demon- 
strated the skill that gave the 
Southwest school two consecutive 
N.C.A.A, championships.

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THE BASKETS of tobacco leaf are arranged 
in long lines at the auction. The auctioneer pro- 
ceeds up one aisie and down the next, auc- 
tioning the baskets in order. A buyer may bid 
in a basket of tobacco for, say, 27 cents a 
pound, then quietly push the basket across the 
aisle. When the auctioneer reaches it the second 
time, it may or may not bring more than 27 
cents. If it brings less, he will, of course bid it 
in himself. If it brings more, he will clear a 
few cents profit, 


The sellers employ a variety of tricks too. 
It's not uncommon for a farmer to hide a 
couple of bottles of whisky under the top leaves. 
When the purchasers inspect the tobacco, their 
appreciation is considerably heightened hy the 
sight of the whisky, sometimes to the extent of 
paying a few extra cents a pound for the tobacco. 
The leaf goes to the tobacco company; the 
whisky goes to the purchaser. ¥

GOOD TOBACCO has a velvety feel and is 
slightly sticky. If this texture is not naturally. 
present in the leaf, there are a good many ways 
to simulate it. One method favored by farmers 
whose leaf did not turn out quite as well as they 
had hoped is to spray it with a mixture of 
water and honey just before the auction. The 
treated leaves are usually at the top of the 
basket so experienced buyers will usually inspect 
leaves at the middle or bottom of the basket 
before they buy. :

‘Where a wheat 
farmer's troubles are largely over after he has 
planted, the tobacco farmer must keep his eye 
on his tobacco plants every day guarding them 
against weather and insect pests. Tobacco leaves 
must be picked one at a time when they. ripen, 
which means a daily inspection of the plants, 
leaf by leaf. Also tobatco is a soil robber, which 
is one reason why the South uses more fertilizer 
than any other section of the country.

A Moving Love Story 

It is hard to understand why Universal and J. Arthur 
Rank, the British producer, decided to include “BRIEF EN- 
COUNTER,” in that block of Kank films to be released in 
this country in the small “art” type of movie house instead 

of showing it in the larger houses. For, out- 

side of the English accents which shouldn't 

offend the American public too much by 

this time, the film has a universal warm hu- 

man appeal.

It tells, in flashback technique, the story of a nice suburban 
housewife, mother of two children, who, on her regular Thurs- 
day trip to town for shopping and a movie, has a chance 
encounter with a physician in a railroad junction tea-room 
when he removes a cinder from her eyes. He’s also married, 
with an invalid wife. They run into each other again by 
accident eat the station the following week. They casually 
take in a film together and agree to meet again. At the 
next meeting they find themselves desperately in love—perhaps 
too quickly for realism. 

They are hemmed in by their own innate decency and 
loyalty to their homes, and by all the conventions of their 
middle-class surroundings. They have a brief wild dream of 
carrying on an affair; but the meanness of the petty lying 
and deceit which becomes necessary, and the horrible embar- 
rassment of being almost surprised in a friend's flat with 
the doctor at their first awkward, tentative meeting, disen- 
chant the wife. They both realize the hopelessness of their 
love, and part where they met, in the railroad station. She 
goes back to the domestic routine, knowing that dreams are 
not for her. There is lift of hope at the end when her husband, 
who has been something of an amiable stick up to this 
point, realizes something is ‘troubling her and gives her tender 
eolicitude. 

Celia Johnson, remembered from her portrayal of Coward's 
wife in “In Which We Serve,” plays the errant wife. She is 
not beautiful in the Hollywood sense. There is no attempt to 
giamorize her—she even wears the sarne hat throughout the 
picture. But her sensitive, mobile face and large brooding 
eyes give a spiritual feeling to her portrayal that more than 
anything else lifts the story above a mere commonplace recital 
of near-adultery. It is one of the finest feminine performances 
seen on the screen in some time. Trevor Howard as the 
physician, and Stanley Holloway and Joyce Carey in comedy-

The dialogue is pedestrian and the 
direction by Irving Pichel is unimaginative. 
Merle Oberon is an adventuress of un- 
savory reputation who lands a big catch— 
marriage to an archeologist who is going to 
Egypt to exhume the tomb of Rameses V. 
But time in her luxurious villa lies a little heavy on her hands 
while her husband is out digging in that hot gun all day, so 
she finds that an Egyptian polo-player, a gigolo who does a 
little blackmailing on the side, can make it pass faster. The 
gigolo persuades her to poison her husband glowly so they 
can get his fortune—they hope the death will be passed off 
as the curse of Ramesses, But at the last moment, as her 
husband has taken about all the poison powders he can stand, 
she relents and poisons her lover instead. Her off-screen 
accidental death saves the police the trouble of arresting her. 
If there had been any interest built up, there would have 
been a terrific let-down from this clumsy device, but as it is, 
it's a welcome way putting a speedy end to a tedious picture. 
Merle Oberon has never impressed us as an actress, George 
Brent, as the archeologist, saunters through as if he were 
playing Rameses's mummy instead, Charlies Korvin is an 
acceptable fortune-hunter. The always reliable Paul Lukas has 
little to do. It is a shock to realize that the woman playing 
Miss Oberon'’s maid is Lenore Ulric, once a stage star. 
The second feature is a mild little comedy called “THE 
PILGRIM LADY,” with Lynne Roberts, Warren Douglas and 
Alan Mowbray. 


The Tough Boys Carry On 


“SAN QUENTIN,” at the FOX, is supposed to show how 
convicts can govern themselves if given a 
chance by decent treatment. It was specially 
shown to a group of local iaw enforcement 
officers. To the genera] public, however, it 
must appear merely as another tough-guy 
gangster story, with lots of shooting and the 
villain finally getting his. 

It's a fair presentation, with the virtue 
of a straightaway story with no embellish- 
ments. Lawrence Tierney is an ex-convict, the founder of the 
Inmates Welfare League, which maintains discipline in the 
prison and helps the inmates to find jobs when they get out. 
Barton MacLane uses membership in the League as a device 
to shoot his way out. So the League gets a black eye. To 
redeem it, Tierney sets out to hunt down MacLane and his 
buddy, who are leaving a trail of robbery and murder. Tierney 
shoots the buddy, then slugs it out with MacLane in the 
good old red-blooded American boy way, and drags him in to 
justice. Tierney and MacLane are well cast to type and are 
believable enough, but we suspect the goody-goody attitude 
of the convicts promoting the League has been overdone. 
Second feature is “VACATION IN RENO,” a poor and 
rather obvious farce starring Jack Haley, who is worthy 
of better things. 


Con Men and Horse Drama 
The ORPHEUM this week has a couple of B pictures that 
together don’t add up to one good A. The better of the two is 
“ALIAS MR. TWILIGHT,” the story of how an amiable con- 
fidence man gives up to the police after arranging to have 
his granddaughter cared for properly. This 
involves an ingenious trick in getting $1,000,- 
006 counterfeit money off a boat right under 
the eyes of the guards, but the details are 
much too complicated to give here, Lloyd 
Corrigan gives a good performance as the 
old faker. 
The other offering is “GALLANT BESS,” 
a story about a 17-year-old boy and his horse 
and the Seabees. It’s a very simple story, so simple, as 2 
matter of fact, that it’s dull, It is photographed in a rather 
sickly color process called Cinecolor:

MY DAY 


By Heanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Thursday 
3 Abraham Lincoln, whose 
Apoithasy was celebrated this 
eek, has always seemed to me 
the epitome of our ideal of de- 
mocracy, I want to pay a tribute 
to his“memory. It is a curious 
thing that so many of our great 
men who lived in periods of crisis 
were often subjected to vitriolic 
attacks during their lives and 
even after their deaths, Usually, 
however, they had a loyal and de- 
voted following among the ma- 
jority of the people, and this fol- 
lowing gained as the years went 
by. Today it would be hard to find 
any one who would write some of, 
the things which were written to 
or about George Washington by 
contemporaries or near contempo- 
raries—or about Thomas Jefferson 
or Abraham Lincoln. 

It is fortunate that there is 
nearly always this majority of the 
people who recognize the true 
worth of a great leader in spite 
of the groups or individuals who 
may attack him. 

. * . 

There is a painting of Lincoln 
over the mantelpiece in the state 
dining room in the White House 
which, I have always thought, 
gives extraordinary insight into 
his character. It was painted by 
George P. A. Healy, who painted 
portraits of many of the nine- 
teenth century leaders, both here 
and abroad. To me, his portrait of 
Lincoln is one of his greatest suc- 
cesses, because it brings out Lin- 
coln’s gentleness and humor, the 
strength of the man in repose. It 
does not emphasize his awkward- 
ness nor the characteristics which 
made it easy for the cartoonists of 
his day to make cruel fun of this 
great man. 

In the lives of our great men, 


we can see the development o- 


the ideals for which we have 
striven in this country of ours. 
The ability of each man to go 
forward depended on what had 
been done by his predecessors. 
And in years to come, I think we 
will see that the era through 
which we have recently lived is 
one which has contributed to the 
growth of the United States and 
to its capacity for leadership in 
a democratic world, 
- * a 
‘ 

Since the war, we have suffered 
the usual reaction. We see this 
exemplified today in the attacks 
on a man like David Lilienthal, 
But I believe he will win out, be- 
cause no one could live by the 
credo he recently enunciated and 
not serve his country well. 

The appearance of such an or- 
ganization, for instance, as the 
Columbians in Georgia is a sign 
of the slump which comes when 
people are weary after a war.. But 
this will not last. Sooner or later, 
the people of this country will 
realize that they have an obliga- 
tion to carry the torch of de- 
mocracy, not only on their own 
behalf but on behal* of the world. 

Is our way'of life and our form 
of government worth preserving? 
Then we must work for ‘its con- 
stant improvement, and must 
prove its worth by its services to 
the world.

Cleaning out Hot Water Tanks. 
HE old oaken bucket's been 
T replaced by expensive muni- 
cipal water systems complete 
with purification plants and a 
dozen chemists—and it’s a good 
thing. But the unhappy fact re- 
mains that even the purest of 
water will contain a_ certain 
amount of harmless matter that 
does nothing but collect at the 
bottom of the hot-water tank and 
wait for a chance towmake an ap- 
pearance via \the hot, water tap. 
So, whether ‘you use) city water 
or have your own well, one fine 
day you may be_faéed with the 
dirty hot water problem. Here 
is what you can do about it. 

Make sure that no one opens a 
hot water faucet for an hour or 
more. This gives the sediment 
plenty of time to settle quietly at 
the bottom of the tank. Open the 
drain valve located at the base of 
the hot water tank and drain out 
water until it runs clear. You'd 
better have a bucket for this job 
unless you want a wet basement 
floor. 

If the water supply in your 
neighborhood contains a good deal 
of sediment it’s a good idea to re- 
peat this routine about once a 
month.

Don't Guess 
When Playing 
Bridge Hand 


By S. J. Simon 


SHOULD like to offer a sug- 
| gestion for those constantly re- 

curring situations facing the 
declarer, such as the two-way 
finesse, the combined holding of 
nine trumps missing the queen, 
and others of the same type. 

When there is no indication, 
and only when, I suggest that you 
make yourself a set of rules for 
dealing with them. At the mo- 
ment you are probably making up 
your mind each time. Quite a lot 
of mental strain is being wasted 
for in my opinion (unless, of 
course, you fancy yourself a good 
guesser) it will get you no better 
results than the rule of the 
thumb. And if, by. judging from 
the convérsation of most bridge 
players, you never guess right, 
you will be considerably better 
off. 

It does not matter much what 
rule of thumb you adopt, provided 
there is a reasonable mathemati- 
cal basis for it. For instance, this 
is the rule I have made for my- 
self for playing a combined hold- 
ing of nine trumps missing the 
queen. First, play the ace or king 
to see what happens—if nothing 
happens, proceed as follows: 

ee Gee, 


WITH NO SINGLETONS or 
voids in your hand or dummy, 
play for the drop. 

With a single or void in either 
hand, take the finesse. 

I believe myself that this gives 
me a slight advantage; for it is 
based on the Culbertson theory 
of similarity of distributions, 
which argues that when there is 
a singleton in one hand, there will 
be a compensating singleton else- 
where. 

But even if I show no profit, 
I certainly show no loss—and I 
haven't got a headache each time 
I come against the situation. 

If you prefer to play for the 
drop all of the time, or finesse all 
the time, you won't be very far 
wrong either. The chances of each 
are about even, But if you guess 
every time and you are not very 
lucky in your guesses...

[ >: for any reason, the waste 


products which should normally 

be excreted through the kidneys 
are retained in the body, they act 
as poisons to produce the highly 
serious condition known as ur- 
emia. 

The symptoms consist of head- 
ache, vomiting and enemia or 
lessening of the coloring in the 
blood, There may be a lessening of 
the amount of alkali in the blood 
and tissues, a decrease in the 
amount of calcium or lime in the 
blood, and a loss of fluid from the 
tissues. Where prompt treatment 
is not given, the patient may lapse 
into delirium or a fatal coma, 

UREMIA usually occurs because 
of damage in the kidneys which 
prevents them from doing their 
work efficiently. 

As a general rule, it is not dif- 
ficult to make a diagnosis of 
uremia when it is preceded by 
chronic Kidney disease or by a 
period when the patient has not 
excreted any urine. However, in 
some cases the symptoms which 
develop are much like those 
which occur in disorders affect- 
ing the brain, heart or diges- 
tive organs, so that uremia may 
not be suspected until too late. 

Then, too, there are conditions 
other than chronic kidney disease 
which may produce uremia. For 
example, it may develop because 
of obstruction or blocking of the 
main blood vessels which pass to 
the kidneys. It may occur in 
shock, loss of blood, and follow- 
ing surgical operations. In treat- 
ing the uremia in these cases, 
injections of salt and glucose so- 
lutions are given into a vein; in- 
jections of blood or blood plas- 
ma are given into a vein and 
various drugs are employed which 
help to raise the blood pressure, 

UREMIA may also develop be- 
cause of blocking of the outflow 
of urine. This may occur because 
of crystals of the sulfonamide 
drugs which have been deposited 
in the kidneys, or from calcium 
salts when the amount of them 
in the blood rises too high. Block- 
ing of the urinary passages by 
tumors or stones or by an en- 
larged prostate gland also may re- 
sult in uremia. 

Of course, in all of these cases, 
the treatment consists of an ef- 
fort to relieve the obstruction, 
When treatment with sulfona- 
mide substances is given, uremia 
may be prevented by giving an 
alkaline substance such as bak- 
ing soda plus plenty of fluid. Ope- 
rative treatment may be required 
to relieve other types of obstruc- 
tion, 

In the uremia due to chronie 
kidney disease, the patient should 
be given plenty of fluids, injec- 
tions of glucose solution given in- 
to a vein and solutions of mag- 
nesium sulfate injected. Alkalies 
are also administered. The pa- 
tient should be given a_well- 
balanced diet and a  ~sufficient 
quantity of all the necessary vi- 
tamins.
